CUBAN TROOPS NEAR SANTIAGO. 


Insurgents Are Drawing Near the 
Town To Cut Off Supplies. 
Kingston, Jamaica, May 19.—Refugees 
who arrived here today from Santiago de 
Cuba on board the steamer Adula, say the 
insurgent district commanders in eastern 
Cuba are moving nearer and nearer to 
Santiago de Cubg.

Troops at Chickamauga Will Be 
Protected Against Thirst 


24,000 MEK NOW IK CAMP 


Volunteers Are Reaching Chattanooga Too 
Rapidly for Easy Handling 


ROAD 10 ThE PARK CHOKED UP 


Supplies for the Soldiers Are Being 
Received in Great Quantities at 
Chattanooga and Are Being 
Distributed as Fast as 
Needed. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., May 
19.—With today’s arrivals the three divis- 
iens of the First provisional volunteer army 
corps were nearly completed, lacking gqnly 
two regiments for the Third brigade of the 
Third division, and these are expected 
during the night. The arrivals today com- 
pletely blocked the railroad yards, but the 
officials of the various roads have been 
working together harmoniously to relieve 
the congestion. Twelve trains of an aver- 
age of fifteen cars each stood on the 
sidings of the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Southern at noon today, awaiting a clear- 
ing on the main track to the park. Shortly 
after noon they began to move, and as 
rapidly as possible all arrivals were brought 
to the park and promptly and quickly un- 
loaded. There were at the park at 6 
o'clock tonight 24,000 men. 

Today has been the busiest day at the 
park since the volunteers began to arrive, 
and the forces of the volunteers’ supply 
departments have been taxed to the ut- 
most to dispose of the business promptly 

‘and without confusion. The quartermas- 
ter’s department has received all the sup- 
plies needed in the matter of tents, uni- 
forms, ammunition, fcod supplies, etc., 
but no ordnance for the artillery batteries 
or guns for the unarmed volunteers have 
been received. They are expected tomor- 
row, however. ' 

The water supply is holding out sufficient- 
ly, but a large number of additional wells 
are being sunk, and as a guarantee against 
& possibility of a deficiency, it is stated 
today that a recommendation has been 
sent to Washington urging that a stand 
pipe be erected on the field, and that water 
be supplied from the celebrated Crawfish 
spring, which flows several millions of 
gallons of water daily, and that this water 
be piped to the camps that may be lacking 
in supply. Ample storage room for the two 
million ana a half of rations recently re- 
ceived here from Chicago was secured in 
Chattanooga today, and these food supplies 
are now nearly stored, so that orders for 
regimental supplies are promptly filled. 

Troops Coming in Rapidly.

Though the news of Mr. Gladstone’s 
death spread rapidly, it was the tolling 
of the Hawarden church bell which carried 
the sad tidings to every sorrow-stricken 
home in this vicinity. 

Slowly the details of the last moments 
of the great statesman are coming out of 
the castle, where the grief is too profound 
to be intruded upon. 

The family was summoned at 2 a. m.. 
owe to the perceptible sinking noticed 
by the medical watchers. From that time 
until Mr. Gladstone peacefully passed away 
no one left the death chamber. The only 
absentee was little Dorothy Drew, who 
had tearfully complained that her grana- 
father did nct recognize her. 

Even in that hour of agony kindly 
thoughts for others were not wanting. The 
old foachman, who had been unable to be 
present when the servants bid farewell to 
the dying man, was summoned and remain- 
ed to the end with hig master. 

At 8:20 a. m., Mr. Dobie took his leave of 
Mrs. Gladstone and returned to Chester, 
deeply affected. Indeed. almost every one 
around the castle was in tears, Mr. Dobie 
said he had been assisting Dr. Bliss and 
Iienry Ciadstone to draw up a statement 
of Mr. Gladstone’s last hours. which will 
shortly be ready. 

The Peaceful End. 

The pessing away of the great statesman 
Was as pcaceful as could be imagined. 

There was no sign of pain or of distress. 
Mrs. Gldstone clasped her husband’s hand 
and occasionally kissed it, while the Rey. 
Stephen Gladstone read prayers and re- 
peated hymns. The nurse in the meanwhile 
bathed the brow of the patient, who 
showed gratitude, murmuring, ‘‘How nice.” 
Then came the gentle. almost imperceptible 
cessation of life in the midst of his son’s 
prayer. and the weeping family filed from 
the room. taking Mrs, Gladstone, who was 
induced to lie down, and who soon slept 
quietly. 

Mrs. Drew, Mrs, Henry Gladstone, Mrs. 
Etephen Gladstone. Misg Helen Gladstone 
and others attended early communion this 
morning at Hawarden church, conducted 
by the Rev. Stephen Gladstone. The crdi- 
nary service was prefaced with selected 
priyer from the burial service.

ALL ENGLAND 18 IN MOURNING. 


Death of the Grand Old Englishman 
Calls Forth Universal Sorrow. 
London, May 19.—The deepest manifesta- 
tions of grief are reported throughout the 

country. 

Flags. are everywhere half-masted, bells 
are tolling, shades are drawn down and in 
the public galleries here tke pictures of 
Mr. Gladstone have been ‘draped with 
crepe. ies 

The queen and the prince of Wales re- 
ceived an early intimation of the sad news 
and immediately sent touching expressions 
of condolence to the widow. 

Further details from Hawarden castle of 
the passing away of the great English 
statesman show’his ‘¢nd was the most 
peaceful imaginable. All of Londop shows 
the sorrow the day has brought. No man 
was so univergally popular, and the pass- 


‘ing of no life coulé-Dbring sadness more 


acutely to the hearts of the populace of 
England. ' 

The Daily Chronicle in its editorial on 
Mr. Gladstone today says: 

“His life presented. aspects of charm to 
aM minds. His ‘learning captivated fhe 
scholar, his eloquence and statesmanship 
the politician, his financial genius the bust- 
ness man; while his domestic relations and 
simple human graciousness appealed to all 
hearts.”’ , 

Beneath the editorial is 
quotation in leaded type: 

“There is a prince and a great man fallen 
this day in Israel.”’ _ 

The Standard says: ‘““‘Whether men agreed 
with him or differed from him in. matters 
of party politics, they could not come with- 
in. the range of his influence as an admin- 
istrator without being profoundly impress- 
ed alike with his extraordinary powers of 
dispatching public business most efficiently 
and his absolute devotion to what he be- 
lieved to be the highest interests of his 
country.”’ 

Public Opinion Is Profoundly Stirred. 

London, May 19.—Public opinion is pro- 
foundly stirred’ by the death of Mr. Giad- 
stone. A member of the cabinet, in the 
course of a long interview, says: 

“It is difficult to find words adequate to 
express one’s feelings at such an event. 
The disappearance of stich a central figure 
is a tremendous loss. In parliament and 
throughout the country his influence over 
our public life was unparalleled.” 

Lord George Hamilton said: “What im- 
pressed ‘me most in Mr. Gladstone was his 
extraordinary ~“noral influence, especially 
in converting the house of commons to 
accept his home rule bill. Nothing but 
his personal influence could have achieved 
€0 much in the force of insuperable diffi-

culties. ' 

“IT doubt whether there ever was a parlia- 
mentarian who equaled him in his high 
standard. His dramatic aptitude and quick 
adaptability as an orator.made bim equal 
to any emergency,” 

Sir Charles Dilke, fadical, member of the 
forest of Dean, sabi? 

“Mr. Gladstone's 
acteristic ‘waes*: 
While as a statenis 
mastery of finance, 
detail, a mastery w 
and superior to “th: 
temporaries.”’ 

Mr. Hepry Laboue re, editor of Truth, 
and liberal member ft Northanipton, said: 

“What impressed me most was his power 
of concentrated effort. Once he had de- 
cided upon a course of action, every fhought 
was bent to attain the end. No duty was 
too arduous. He was animated both by his 
supporters and opponents, inspiring the 
former with his own fierce energy; while if 
he could‘not gain oyer the Jatter he crush- 
ed them. It was to this grim determination 
that he owed most. of his successes.”’ 

Mr. James Bryce, liberal member for 
South Aberdeen, and author of The Amer- 
ican Commonwealth, said: 

“I cannot recall any other case in Eng- 
lish History where the whole nation follow- 
ed the sunsetting of a.Hfe with such sym- 
pathy and regret.”’ 

Mr. John Redmond, Parnelite, member of 


parliament for Waterford, said: 

“The loss to England is absolutely incal- 
culable. Englishmen of all parties should 
be grateful for his services in promoting 
the prosperity of the nation.” 

The death of Mr. Gladstone was announc- 
ed to the house of commons this afternoon 
by the government leader, Mr. A. J. Bal- 
four. the first lord of the treasury. .He 
stated that tomorrow he would submit to 
the house an address to the queen praying 
her to grant the honor of a public fumeral, 
if such honor is not inconsistent with the 
expressed wishesgof himself or of those who 
have the right_to speak in his behalf, and 
also praying Re queen to direct that a 
monument be erectéd in Westminster. 

The house them adjourned out of respect 
to the dead statesman. 

The universal expféssion and sympathy 
gathers volume hourly. Memoirs and rem- 
iniscences of Mr. Gladstone are flooding 
the press, which everywhere shows column 
rules reversed. Almost every court in Bu- 
rope has wired condolences. 

Vice President Hobart cabled Tne Daily 
Chronicle as follows: 

“Not even in his éwn land was Mr. Glad- 
stone more highly esteemed and venerated 
than in the United States. His death has 
been well nigh a national calamity to us, 
and it occurred at a time when our people 
are closely drawn by ties of sympathy ana 
interest toward the pation to which his 
long career of public usefulness was 80 
generously dedicated.” 

The body will be removed to the large 
bedroom today (Friday) and placed in a 
plain coffin, surmounted by an oak cross, 
extending the whole length of the iid. At 
its foot will be the inscription. Three pen- 
els are on each side, the center of eavh “be- 
ing of raised dark,metal. The date of the 
funeral has not been fixed, but probably 
Tuesday. will be. chosen. The prepa™itions 
continue “or a burial at Hawarden.

Sonth Carelinian Opposes Features of 
the Emergency Measure. 


HE WANTS STRUGGLE TO CLOSE 


Senator Declares That Money Can Be 
Raised Without Bonds. 


PAYS HIS RESPECTS TO WALL . STREET 


Palmetto State Man Discusses the Bill 
Fully and Logically and Has an 
Attentive Audience. 


Washington, May 19.—The death of Glad- 
stone was made the theme ofthe chaplaih’s 
invocation at the opening of the senate to- 
dav. A resolution presented by Mr. Mills, 
of Texas, was passed. It calls upon ihe 
secretary of war for plans and specifica- 
tions fer the improvement of Aransas Pzss 
harbor, the removal of the bar and the im- 
provement of the channel, making it 
twenty feet deep and 150 feet wide at the 
bottom. ; 

At the conclusion of the morning busi- 
ness consideration of the war revenue till. 
was resumed. Mr. McLaurin, of South 
Carolina, delivered a set speech upon the 
features of fhe pending bill. Speaking of 
the bringing on of the war in which we are 
now engaged, he said Spain had supposed 
that the commercial greed had _ stifled 
patriotism. This, to her sorrow, she had 
learned at Manila was not the fact. She had 
realized there that Dewey was a worthy 
successor to Decatur and Perry. He was 
ready, he said, to vote for any measure 
that would tend to bring the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

‘People on the island of Cuba are ‘ying 
every hour. Their condition is beyond. the 
power of description. Every day now 
means the loss of hundreds, perhaps thovs- 
ands of lives In Cuba,’’ Mr. McLaurin de- 
clared. ‘“‘Liberty on the island is at stake 
and the war has placed our own nationa 
prestige at stake.’’ : 

Concerning the proposed issue of bonds 
he sald that there was an influence at 
work in the country more powerful than 
the presidenf, more potent than congress. 
Tt was the silent. secret influence of the 
money power which was endeavoring to 
force an issue of bonds. Once the senate, 
he forum of the people, yields to this 
clamor, Mr. McLaurin declared. and be- 
comes entangled in the meshes cf the 
money octopus the people will suffer in- 
deed. 

‘There is an army in this country.’’ said 
he, “just as anxious to raid the United 
States treasury as our volunteers are to 
raid the island of Cuba. To the army f re- 
fer, no volunteers are needed. These job- 
bers and speculators form a greater me- 
nace than the war with Spain.” 


Defends Committee. 


Mr. McLaurn Mefended The bill as re- 
ported by the majority of the finance com- 
mittee and hoped that with the possible 
exception of the stamp tax, which he deem- 
ed unnecessary, the bill would pass as;te- 
ported. 7 

At the conclusion of Mr. McLgaurin’s 
speech the clerk proceeded with the reading 
of the bill. 

Mr. Wolcott objected to the change, say- 
ing that there was ne real foundation for 
the: objection to the proposed tax except 
upon the stamp. 


Gorman Wants Amendments. 


Mr. Gorman suggested that if the bill was 
to pass as reported, it would carly too 
much revenue, and that taxes such as these 
now under consideration could elimina- 
ted, He urged that the democfatic amend- 
ment be taken up how. 

Mr. Allison suggested that if the demo- 
cratic amendments were to be included in 

the bill, as it should become a4 law, it 
would carry more revenue than.was need- 
ed, but there was no way yet of knowing 
how this would be; but if they were in- 
cluded in the final action of the senate it 
would be easy enough to return to other 
items. 

Mr. Aldrich opposed any change in the 
order of proceeding with the bill. 

Mr. Teller said the difficulty was that 
the committee was divided as to the sum 
that should be raised as revenue under the 
bill. He did not believe the bill would pro- 
duce as much as Mr. Allison had estimated, 
but as for himself he wanted a $200,000,000 
tax. Continuing, he said he thought the 
country should not only provide revenue 
for the present war, but also for the next. 
Mr. Teller said the indications were that 
the war with Spain would not long con- 
tinue, but to him the signs were equally 
strong that within a few years we would 
be involved in another war which might, 
and probably would be of far more serious’ 
consequénce than the contest with “the 
7x9 country with which we. are now con- 
tending.”’ 

While the paragraph requiring all bills 
of lading, manifest or receipts given by 
railroads, steamships or express com- 
panies to bear stamps was under consid- 
‘eration, Mr. Sewell,’ of New Jersey, in- 
quired. whether the committee proposed to 
tax both the bill of lading and the receipt 
for property. 

Mr. Allison replied that it was not, and 
the paragraph was so amended as to make 
the point clear. 

Mr. Mallory, of Florida, believed that the 
tax on telephone messages would be diffi- 
cult to collect. 

Mr. Allison explained that the require- 
ment of a receipt for messages did not 
apply to residence telephones, but to’ pay 
stations, of which there were thousands in 
all large cities. 

On all other telephone transactions the 
books of the companies would exhibit the. 
facts and’ secure payment of thé tax to the 
government. At the suggestion of Mr. 
Wolcott, the entire amendment relating to 
express, freight and telephone taxes was 
laid over for future consideration. 


Life Insurance Passed Over. 


The committee amendment relating to the 
taxes upon life insurance policies was pass- 
ed over at the suggestion of Mr. White, of 
California. The other committee amend- 
ments relating to marine, island, fire, cas- 
ualty, fidelity and guarantee insurance were 
agreed to. : 

At the request of Mr. Jones of Arkansas, 
the first four pages of schedule B, relating 
to the tax upon proprietary articles, per- 
fumery and other articles ordinarily sold 
in drug stores, were pa over. 

In response to an inquiry of Mr. Cockrell. 
of Missourt, Mr. Wolcott, of Colorado, said 
that it was not the purpose of the com- 
mittee to impose a tax upon such ordinary 
table waters as were offered for sale, ex- 
cept where the water was explo'ted as a 
specific or remedy for certain diseases. 

The passing over of the paragraph re- 
lating to the affixing of stamps to vroprie- 
tary articles led Mr. Mantle, of Montana, 
to make an inquiry concerning the stamp 
tax on manufactured tobacco. 

Mr. Allison expressed the onrinion that 
tobacco now in stock ought to be taxed. !f 
such a tax could be levied constitutionally. 
The obtection to this was that the tobacco 
on hand, if taxed, could not be sold In com- 
petition with tohacco subsequently manu- 
factured. This. he sald. was the considera- 
tion which had Induced the committee to 
strike out the house provision. Referring 
to the tax on drugeists’ sunplies now on 
hand. Mr. Allison said that all senators had 
received letters ureine that the stamp tax 
be not levied upon stocks on hand. Mr.

HOUSE ADJOURNS TO MONDAY. 


Tongue, of Oregon, Throws Life Into 
the Session by Accusing Himself. 

Washington, May 19.—The adjournment 
of the house to Monday postpones until 
next week any possible consideration of 
the Hawalian resolutions. 

After passing the labor arbitration bill 
as amended by the senate and experiencing 
a brief political tilt, precipitated py a per- 
sonal political explanation’ from Mr, Ton- 
gue, republican, of Oregon, -he house ad- 
journed this afternoon until .fonday. 

On the opening of the day’s session Chap- 
lain Couden referred feelingly to the late 
William E. Gladstone. 

‘In the death of this grand old man,” 
the chaplain said, “‘our hearts go «ut in 
gratitude to Thee for his great character 
as a writer, statesman and Chrisiian which 
has been felt throughout the world.”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio. calied 
up the labor arbitration bill as amended 
and passed by the senate. He expiained 
the amendments as being either salutary or 
unnecessary, saying they had been ap- 
proved by the friends of the bill outside of 
congress. He moved to concur in the sen- 
ate amendments. 

Mr. McEwan, republican, of New Jersey, 
filed his protest against the measure, de- 
claring he considered it vicious and danger- 
ous. . 

In reply to a question from Mr. Living- 
ston, democrat, of Georgia, int'mating that 
he wanted the bill te make arbitration 
compulsory, instead of discretionary as 
provided Mr. Grosvenor said:

Mr. Walker, republican, of Massacnu- 
setts, from the committee on labor, sup- 
ported ghe bill, emphasizing the declara- 
tion that all labor organizations desired ite 
passage. 

After debate confined to the preposition 
to send the bfll to conference in which 
many members participated, a roll call upon 
agreaing to .the senate’s amendmen’s, 
thereby effecting the bill’s passage, was or- 
dered, resulting in yeas 219, nays 4. 

The rising of Mr. Tongue, republican, of 
Oregon, to a question of personal privilege 
to answer a circular now being circulated 
in his district injected interest into the 
proceedings. The circular in question, he 
said, was an anonymous document attack- 
ing his record in the present congress and 
contained no statement that was not whol- 
ly or in part false. He read from the cir- 
cular and: replied to the charges that were 
being used for the alleged purpose of ac- 
complishing his defeat. Mr. Tongue as- 
serted that the circular was being sent out 
with the apparent sanction of the demo- 
cratic congressional committee and he sup- 
posed it waa, therefore, the deliberate work 
of senators and members of the house. He 
was proceeding to criticise sharply Senaior 
White, of California, chairman of the com- 
mittee, when the speaker sharply called 
him to order. 

When Mr. Tongue ¢oncluded Mr. Handy. 
defiocrat, of Delaware, and Brucker, temo- 
crat, of Michigan, were upon their feet. Be- 
ing members of the committee in question. 
they made an effort to have the circular 
read in full in order to get it in the record 
and that an opportunity to reply might be 
secured. A point of order against the read- 
ing was made and sustained. Mr. Handy 
remarking meantime that Mr. Tongue’s 
statement seemed like ‘“‘a clear case of cun- 
fession and avoidance.”’ 


At this juncture the efforts of the demo- | 


ecrats to make adequate reply to Mr. 
Tongite was interrupted by Mr... Sherman, 
of New. York. with a motion 
agreeing to a conference on a right of way 
bill. Tmmediately afterwards Mr. Payne. 
republican, of New York, moved to adiourn. 
The democrats united in.a chorus of ‘‘noes’’ 
and upon the announcement of tt.c motion 
being carried Mr. Bailey, «lemocrat, of 
Texas, vigorously demanded the yes and 
navs, remarking to those about him: 

“We do not propose to be cut off without 
reeistering our protest.” 

The roll call vroceeded and the house. at 
2:53 o’clock, adjourned, veas 116. nays 95. 


PROF. CHARBONNIER RESIGNS. 


Gives His Reasons.for Relinquishing 
His Work. 

Athens, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)—Dr. Leon 
Henri Charbonnier, professor of physics in 
the University of Georgia and dean of 
Franklin college, has resigned his position, 
the resignation to take effect at commenge- 
ment. 

This news comes as a surprise to a num- 
ber of his friends, but with the reasons as- 
signed for the resignation, it is perfectly 
natural. Professor Charbonnier said to 
your correspondent today: 

“Tt is true that I have sent in my resig- 
nation. Since the death of my Wife my 
home life has not been such as I would 
have {ft be. My only daughter, Mrs. James 
F. McGowan, lives in Augusta, Ga., and I 
intend moving to that city in order that 
I may spend the balance of my life with 
her. Nothing else could induce me to leave 
Athens, but I camnmot endure a lonely life 
away from my only daughter. I shall en- 
gage im business in Augusta, though I 
have not fully determined as to what busi- 
ness I shall enter. I cannot live an idie 
life, for I have always been used to activ- 
ity.”’ 

The resignation of Professor Charbonnier 
removes the oldest member of the faculty 
of the University of Georgia. He came to 
Athens before the war and has been identi- 
fied with the university ever since, He 
is one of the most eminent educators in 
the south, a gentleman of the old school, 
beloved by the thousands of men’ who have 
received instruction at his hands. 

It is not known who will be Professor 
Charbonnier’s successor, but he will be 
named mext month at the meeting of the 
board of trustees. Professor Andrew H. 
Patterson, adjunct professor of physics and 
electrical eng ng, ise prominently men- 
tioned in this cennection. He is thorough- 
ly acquainted with his department and his 
many friends hope to see him elevated to 
the position made vacant by the resignation 
of fessor Charbonnier. |

The Iowa storm crossed the Mississippi riv- 
er into Tilinots near Savannah. Considera- 
ble damage was done on the Illinois side 
before the storm spent its force. 

The second tornado in Illinois started 
ine r Stillman valley and swept northward, 
% swcking farmhouses and killing as it went. 
Bet the greatest loss of life was at the 
point of origin, where four were killed. At 
Tanark the storm ended 

~evking the county almshouse and killing

Y inmates. Three others were fatally 
nigured, There were over fifty persons in the 
building when it went down and all of 
them were more or less inujred., 

In Wisconsin the storm was more violent 
than anywhere else, but fortunately it orig- 
inate4 in the lumbering district of the 
northern counties, ewept along the line of 
the Soo road and spent its force in the 
pineries. Nine people are known to have 
been killed. Vague reports brought in by 
train crews from the scene of the storm 
are to the effect that eighteen bodies of 
lumbermen from a camp near Heifford 
Junction are now lying in the railway sta- 
tion at that place. It is said, too, that ten 
jumbermen were kiflea near Elmhurst, but 
this report also lacks confirmation. 

The property damage in Wisconsin, while 
quite heavy, will doubtless fall much below 
that done in the fertile farming districts 
along the Mississippi in Iowa and Illinois.

Gale Passes Over That State Doing Un- 
known Damage. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 19.—A special to 
The Journal from Wausau, Wis., says: 

The cyclone which passed across Mara- 
thon county Iast night about 7 o’clock did 
its most severe damage at the village of 
Antigo, in Langlade county. 

Passing north and east of Wausau it 
sStruck the farmhouse of August Hanke, 
about a mile and a half from Zeigler post- 
Office, which was demolished and Mr. end 
Mrs. Hanke and four children perished in 
the ruins. 

Passing on toward Taegge, the sawmill of 
the Curtis & Yale Company at that point 
was unroofed and practically demolished.

THE STORM BROKE THE RECORD. 


Conductor Who Passed Through Sec- 
tion Says Loss of Life Was Heavy. 

Chicago, May 19.—Conductor E. -D. Car- 
roll, of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad, who arrived in this city to- 
day after a run of over 150 miles through 
the storm center in Wisconsin and Illinois, 
says: 

“The first reports received of the death 
and disaster caused by the storm fail to 
give the full account of havoc worked. 
When full reports are received I beileve it 
Wil appear that the storm was ons of 
the most destructive on record. 

“At Elwood, a point half way between 
Marion and the Mississippi, seve. people 
were killed and the buildings of the town 
were swept from their foundations. At 
Detmar Junction I received news that four 
persons had been killed; at Briggs station 
report was brought of many buildings lev- 
eled and two persons killed; at Preston five 
were reported dead, and then the train 
crossed the Mississippi into Illinois. 

“At Savannah news was received of the 
killing of four persons at Teades Grove, 
the first station east of that city. All along 
the line of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road, from Savannah across the state, 
were received reports or violent and de- 
structive storms. The property loss by the 
storm cannot be fully described.” 


At Marion, Mr. Carroll says, there was a 
very heavy storm of rain, hall and wind. 
At Savannah hailstones measuring seven 
inches in circumference fell. After it had 
passed Stillman Valley, the storm turned 
to the north and wrought destruction in 
Wisconsin. But for a course of 150 miles 
it followed the easterly track of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road, and 
left death and devastation in its path.

Report of the Committee Ap- 
peinted To Consider Ite 


THREE HOURS IN DEBATE 


Spent by the Episcopal Convention on 
the Question. 


REPORT WAS ORDERED TO BE PRINTED 


Bishop Nelson Authorized To Call An- 
other Session of Convention To 
Consider the Matter. 


Savannah, Ga., May 19.—<(Special.)—The 
diocesan convention of the Episcopal 
church of Georgia spent three hours to- 
night in debating upon the special report 
of the Braces x appointed to consider the 
question of the division of the diocese and 
the creation of another bishopric. The re- 
port was made by Rev. Charles H. Srrong, 
chairman, and was most voluminous, going 
into all details of the finances invoived, 
population, number. of parishes and the 
strength of each parish from every stand- 
point. Five lines of division were susgest- 
ed most of them starting in che northern 
or northeastern part of the state and run- 
ning to the south or southeast. Tliree of 
the lines suggested ortginated about Colum- 
bia county. 

The members in debating on the subject 
were favorable to the ceeation of a new 
diocese and Bis}op Nelson himself made 
an address strongly pointing out the neces- 
sity for it. 

In case the division is made the old ¢io- 
cese ‘vill be known as the diocese of Geor- 
gia and the new one as the diocese of At- 
lanta. After a iengthy discussion of the 
subject it was decided to have :,000 co), ies 
of the voluminous report printed and dis- 
tributed among the different parishes for 
the consideration of the laity. The fact of 
the suggestion of five lines, with each of 
which is given the statistics asto the num- 
ber of commurtanfs, population, area, the 
number of parishes and the amount of as- 
sessments necessary to arrange for the ad- 
ditional expense, made the convention loth 
to act on the matter at this time and it 
will be referred to the laity, who will be 
asked their opinion as to standing the 
extra expense created thereby. 

Bishop Ne!son was authorized to call 
another eession of this convention prior to 
the meeting of the general convention in 
Washington in October in order to pass 
upon the matter. in case the convenzion 
decides upon a division at that time the 
general convention will be asked to pass 
upon the matter. ‘ 

Bishop Nelson said he had not decided 
which one of the new dioceses he would 
remain with, that being a matter to which 
he would give consideration. 

Closing of the Convention. 

The closing hours of the convention were 
devoted to the election of delegates to the 
general convention to meet in Washington 
in Octoher.

SPANISH LOST THREE HUNDRED. 


Shelling at Cienfuegos Caused Great 
Destruction of Property. 

Key West, Fla. May 19.+The Spanish 
loss during the recent engagement at Cien- 
fuegos is now’kKnown to have been much 
heavier than at firs: reported. Three hun- 
dred Spaniards were killed and several 
wounded. Great damage was done along the 
coast. 

Soon after the engagement the United 
States cruiser Marblehead picked up sever- 
al Cubans in an open boat some miles 
down the coast, including Colonel Oris, 
Lieutenant Olvarez and thr-e privates, from 
an insurgent camp near Cienfuegos. They 
reported that the Spanish losses and the 
damage wrought by the shells from the 
warships were very heavy. The hospital at 
Cienfuegos, they said, were full of wounded 
and fear prevailed everywhere that the 
American warships would return to com- 
plete the work of destruction. 

During the engagement the Marblehead 
threw 450 five-inch shells into the Spanish 
forces and 700 shots from her secondary 
battery, the gunboat Nashville as many 
more shells and 1,800 shots from her sec- 
ondary battery. 

Fifteen hundred Spaniards were stationed 
in an improvised fortress on a neck of 
land and upon these the ships concéntrated 
their fire. and it was upon that the most 
terrible destruction was wrought. During 
the heavy fire of shells and just after the 
lighthouse was biown up, five Spaniards 
who were running together in an attempt 
to escape were picked off by a shell from

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Our Pacific Trade. 

Recent developments have served to 
arouse widespread interest in the subject 
of our Pacific trade. We are not ip 
possession of later figures than the rec- 
ords for 1896 furnish, but the informa- 
tion which they give us is sufficient for 
present purposes. In the year named 
our Pacific trade footed up $104,093,383 
imports and $54,729,636 exports, 

In comparison with our trade in other 
parts of the globe, it seems that we are 
not making the most of our opportunities 
in the remote east. In the following ta- 
ble the figures are given showing the ex- 
tent of our trade in fhe five principal 
subdivisions of the world’s market:

From the foregoing table it appears 
that we export to Europe more than 
twice the quantity we import from Eu- 
rope, but that on the contrary we export 
to oriental countries less than half the 
quantity of goods which we import from 
oriental countries. Why should this 
be? There is great wealth in these ori- 
ental countries, and moreover, they are 
compelled to make large purchases in 
the world’s market; but comparatively 
little of their trade is tributary to our 
market. While we are seeking with 
such poor results to encourage more 
intimate trade relations with South 
American countries, which seem bent up- 
on trading elsewhere, it might be well 
for us to bestow more attention than we 
do upon the opportunities for trade 
which these oriental countries offer. 
With respect to our trade with Africa 
and with North America, there is lit- 
tle cause for complaint; but we are not 
making the progréss in South American 
and in the oriental countries which we 
ought to make; especially in the latter. 
But in order that some better idea 
may be obtained of the oriental countries 
included in our Pacific trade, we cite the 
following table, which separates it into 
two divisions, viz, Asia and Oceanica:

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Our Battle Flags in the North. 

We note with much interest the senti- 
ment which seems to be crystallizing rap- 
idly throughout the north in favor of re- 
turning to the south the various con- 
federate regimental battleflags which 
were captured by the union army during 
the late war between the states. 

This is another evidence of the fra- 
ternal spirit. which the present crisis 
has served to engender in the hearts of 
the people of this country. While we 
feel inclined somewhat to resent the im- 
plication that the south’s allegiance to 
the stars and stripes has not been abso- 
lute since the hour when General Lee 
surrendered his sword to General Grant 
at Appomattox, we nevertheless rejoice 
to know that the impulse of the generous 
people of the north to surrender back 
into our hands the cherished emblems 
of our valor, credits the south with that 
measure of devotion to the welfare of 
the union which is properly her due and 
ends forever in this country the reign of 
sectional estrangement. 

Most of the confederate trophies cap- 
tured by the union army during the late 
war between the states are now pre- 
served in the various northern capitols 
Ohio is the state which has in her pos- 
session the largest number of these tro- 
phies, and she is justly proud of the 
collection which she has on hand at Co- 
lumbus. Until the present time Qhio 
has been stubbornly opposed to return- 
ing them to the south, but she now 
seems to be ardently in favor of doing 
so, believing that the good results which 
will accrue therefrom will more than 
compensate her for the sacrifice which 
it will cost. ‘One of the first papers 
in the state to advocate ret 
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| back the captured flags tras come. Ohio 


wants no longer the trophies taken from 
her sister states so long ago. She pre- 
fers rather to restore them once more 
into the hands of those who first bore 
them aloft, and to show thereby her love 
for her sister commonwealths whose de- 
feat in war has long since been turned 
into peaceful triumph.” While these 
words are just, they are also generous, 
and they touch the hearts of our people 
as they have been seldom touched since 
the war. 

But to show that the sentiment in fa- 
vor of returning the confederate battle- 
flags to the south is not restricted to 
the magnanimous spirit of The Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Tribune, we desire to 
quote briefly from certain statements 
bearing upon the proposition recently at- 
tributed to Governor Bushnell, the pres- 
ent chief executive. Governor Bushnell 
is thus reported: ‘““When the plan was 
broached some years ago, I am frank 
to say that I was opposed to it; but con- 
ditions have changed, and there is no 
longer any reason why the late confeder- 
ates should not have their flags. This 
war has shown conclusively that we are 
now one nation. Why should we long- 
er cherish emblems captured from our 
brethren? We know that the people of 
the south are as firm defenders of the 
stars and stripes as we Gre; .but the 
flags which they lost in battle are dear 
to them as mementoes of the struggle 
in which comrades and brothers, fathers 
and sons perished. By all means let 
the people of the south have their flags 
This is the time to return them. We 
will cement in doing so the friendship 
which exists between the two sections, 
and we will show to the world that we 
are one great united nation in sentiment, 
politics and patriotism.” Senator J. B. 
Foraker, who several years ago bitterly 
opposed the idea of allowing the con- 
federate battleflags to leave Columbus, 
is now equally as warm as Governor 
Bushnell in the support which he gives 
to the proposition. 

Pennsylvania ranks next to Ohio in 
the number of confederate battleflags 
which she possesses, and Pennsylvania 
likewise seems to look with favor upon 
the preposition. In this gonnection we 
must note briefly the attitude of The 
Philadelphia Press, which ardently fa- 
vors the return of the confederate battle- 
flags, suggesting, in line with The Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Tribune, that when the 
Grand Army of the Republic meets in 
Cincinnati next September, the return 
be made with formal ceremonies. Evi- 
dently the sentiment in favor of the 
proposition broughf forward by The Cin- 
cinnati Commercial-Tribune is growing 
and there is little reason to doubt that 
within the next few months the south 
will again be in possession of the cher- 
ished emblems of her valor which have 
so long repoSed im the distant capitols 
of the north. 

We almost lose sight of the beneficent 
results which the present. war is des- 
tined to produce in its stimulating ef- 
fect upon the cause of human liberty be- 
yond our borders when we contemplate 
the glorious fact that out of its common 
sacrifices has come the realized dream of 
American brotherhood!

‘Mr. Bowles has sent a letter to the pres- 
idents of all the life insurance companies in 
the United States, suggesting a hospital in 
Cuba and one at Key West. He says in 
hig letter: 

“The war between America and Spain 
is not only commanding the deepest in- 
terest on the part of the general public, but 
is a matter of special interest to all life 
insurance companies, and to their poiicy 
holders. In the line of progress and scien- 
tiie devclopment that has so marked the 
history of American life insurance eompa- 
nies of today, it would appear only-natural 
and proper that the scope of their useful- 
ness should be extended at this time in a 
patriotic effort to give care and protection 
to those of their policy holders who may 
be called to battle, in providing a horp!- 
tal service for those who may become sick 
and wounded. 

“While the government will provide such 
service, as far as possible, the insurance 
companies can offer valuable aid itn looking 
after those of their vwn household. 

“In the event of dn extended war in 
Cuba, it mignt ye desirable to locate a 
hospital at Ke est and one on the island 
of Cuba. Buildings more or less suita>dle 
for this purpose could be rented, and with 
slight med@ifications made avallable_ to 
this end. This hospital service could also 
be made a bureau for the companies in 
preparing death provf papers and paying 
claims, in all cases of death among the 
policy holders—a convenience at once for 
the companies and for the beneficiaries of 
the insured. 

“It is not the purpose of this letter to 
go into detail as to the exact manner of 
carrying out the project, but simply to 
bring the subject to your notice, and to 
ascertain if the proposed measure merits 
your indorsement: ang if se, would you, 
or some representative of your company, 
attend a meeting that may be held at an 
early day in the city of New York for the 
consideration of and action by the compa- 
nies on the question” 

“The question of establishing this hos- 
pital service has been so thoroughly and 
warmly indorsed by all insurance officials 
to whom I have suggested the matter that 
I am led to the conclusion that it will meet 
the favor of the committee as a whole.”’

President John D. Cunningham, of the 
American Fruit Growers’ Union, is at the 
head of the movement and believes that if 
a system of distribution for the rmutual 
benefit of fruit grqwers can be arranged 
its good effects cannot be estimated, 

A great amount of inierest has been 
manifested by growers all over tue state 
and for a long time the necessity for just 
such a movement as suggested has been 
apparent. 

The present fruit crop is said, by experts, 
to be the finest for years, and if the proper 
steps are taken in time there is every rea- 
son to believe that the fruit growers of 
Georgia will be immensely benefited. 

Heretofore the growers have acted in- 
dependently of each other with the result 
that the .markete of the east haye been 
overstock#d with fruit and the prives reai- 
ized, in some cases, have been so small as 
to barely pay freight charges.

He 
left yesterday at noon for Washington, 
dD. C., and will visit the war department 
for any further instructions, after which he 
will go at once to Falls Church, Va., where 
the Second corps is now mobilizing. 

General Graham was accompanied by his 
two sons and his aides de camp, Lieuten- 
ant Galbraith and Lieutenant Summerall. 
A number of officers were at the train to 
see General Graham off and bid him a 
pleasant trip and many victories at the 
head of a large part of the army. The 
Several is considered one of the ablest com- 
manders in the regular army and ranks 
fourth in the line of major generals. 

He is an artillery general, having been 
assigned in that @Qepartment of the ®rmy 
before he became commander of the de- 
partment of Texas, which department he 
was at the head of before the change tCok 
place and the department of the gulf was 
formed. 

He Is liked by all the men with whom he 
has been associated and the privates in 
the army whom he has commanded have 
always held him tn the highest esteem. He 
was chosen to take command of the aimy 
now forming in Virginia on account of his 
fitness to command them and it is tuought 
that when his corps goes to the front many 
battles will be won by the aid of the men 
composing it. 

He will retire from active service in the 
army in September, having reached the age 
limit. 

It is thought that General Graham wil! 
return and resume comniand of the depart- 
gnent of the gulf as soon as the war is 
‘over. The departure of General Graham 
gurrendérs the comgeand of the depariment 
to General J. R. Brooke, who has been, 
by order of the war department, placed at 
the head of this immense territory. 

General Brooke is now at Chickamauga, 
where he has been for some time. He was 
formerly in command of the department of 
the lakes, but was sent to the national park 
to command the corps of regular agmy 
troops which were until recently stationed 
there. The latter have now al! been gent 
to Tampa and the volunteer army will 
occupy the great camping ground. 

Lieutenant Colonel Hall, adjutant 
eral of this department, 1s now with Gen- 
eral Brooke at Chickamauga and they are 
in conference concerning matters reiating to 
departmental business. It has not yet been 
decided whether General Brooke will bring 
his headquarters to Atlanta or direct the 
affairs of the department of the gulf from 
Chickamauga. The conference’ between 
Colonel Hall and the commander will de- 
cide this question. 

it is not thought that he will come here, 
as he is tocated at Chickamauga and in 
close touch with the army, a large part of 
which is gathering there. General 
Wade has, however, been placed in 
command of that corps of the army, and as 
he ean ably direct the soldiers, Genera! 
Brooke's presence will not be as necessary 
as if there was no other general in com- 
mand there. 

If General Brooke decides to come here 
he will arrive in a few days and be cor- 
dially received by the officers who are row 
here, many of whom are his warm personal 
friends and acquaintances.

RAILROADS WILL PROSECUTE.

They Agree To Make Cases Against 
Violators of the Law. 

The railroads of the southwest have en- 
tered into an agreement to prosecute any 
line which secretly cuts rates. 

This is a part of the agreement of the 
Scuthwestern Traffic Association, and the 
munragers are pledged to prosecute viola- 
tors before the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

Among the lines in the associaton are 
the Santa Fe, Rock Isiand, Missouri Pa- 
cific, Katy, St. Louis and San Francisco, 
Iron Mountain and Seithern, Southern Pa- 
cific, and Kansas City, Pittsburg end Gulf. 
The agreement becomes effective sune Ist. 
If the managers carry out their pledges, 
the southwestern territory will either see 
stable rates or some of the companies will 
have to pay heavy fines. This is a step 
which railroads heretofore have hesitated 


to take. Every company dislikes to assume 
the role of prosecutor of a competitor but 


it is the best thing to do under the circum- 


stances. It is a wonder. however, that all 
these roads signed the agreement.

How much evidence was produced is not 
given out, but it is stated there was an 
abundance of it, a c@mpetitor having re- 
ceived twenty-four cemplaints in one day 
against the suspected lne, 

The chairman had something to say in 
reply—probably a counter accusation. 
There is no doubt that some of the lines 
from the east to the south were on the 
point of open warfare, but before the meet- 
ing adjourned there were promises and an 
understanding that it will not occur again. 
The disturbing element was an interior line 
and the storm center ef the demoralization 
was Montgomery, although Atlanta, Macon, 
Columbus, Cordele and Americus felt the 
effects of it.

Government Wheat Statistics. 


From The New York Financial News. 

The bureau of siatistics, in its monthly 
report just issued, gives interesting and im- 
portant figures in relation to the worli's 
wheat production in recent years. The 
wheat crop is, at present, the key to the 
situation, its power depending on cCemand 
and price, and the figures are therefore 
worthy of very careful consideration. They 
show world’s wheat crop of last year at 
Only 2,139,549,168 bushels against 2,430, 497,000 
in 1896; 2,546,494.000 in 1896, and 2,676,651,000 in 
1594; world’s crop of 1897 being smaller 
than that of any year since 1890, while the 
1897 crop in the United States is reported 
as larger than in any year since 1891. A 
table showing farm prices of wheat in the 
United States during a term of years gives 
the average farm price of wheat in 1897 as 
the highest, with three exceptions, since 
1883, the exceptional years being 1888, 1890 
and 1891. 

With the heavy exports of recent weeks 
and the emptiness of granaries shown by 
high prices, it will take for current con- 
sumption and to get depleted revenues back 
to normal conditions, two or three years 
of good crops, not only in this but in other 
countries, to supply current consumption 
and restore depleted stores to normal con- 
ditions. The fact, too, that countries de- 
pending on foreign food have had to pay 
very dearly for the hand to mouth system 
of recent years, will probably lead to a 
restoration of the former policy of keeping 
food supplies on hand. Great Britain, for 
instance, has been depending, in late years, 
on the daily steamer for her daily bread. 
She will hereafter keep more in her ware- 
houses. All this means sustained prices 
for a year or two. 

One advantage we got out of low priced 
wheat was lower freights, and that is a 
prominent gain, the railroads having 
evolved economies in operating to meet 
the needs of the case. The report gives a 
table of rates on wheat which shows that 
the average rate by rail from Chicago to 
New York has fallen from 16.5 cents per 
bushel in 1896 to 12.32 in 1897. and that the
